By the Conftitution of that Company 
any Freeman may go over and fettle 
as a Factor in Turdy, and every 
Member of the Company here, may 
employ what Faétor he pleafes there. 
It then the Managers of the Com- 
pany had fet too high a Price upon 
their Goods, can we fuppofe, that 
fome of the Members, perhaps their 
Rivals in Power, would not have 
fent over a Factor of their own, and 
ordered him to fell their Goods at a 
lower Price than that fixt by the Ma- 
nagers of the Company ? And would 
not they have done the fame with re- 
{pect to the Sale of their Returns here 
at home? It is therefore impofible, 
I think, to fuppofe, that any Man 
concerned in the Turky Trade, let 
him have what Management of the 
Company he will, could fix a higher 
Price either upon his Exports or Im- 
ports; than what the Nature of the 
Trade made abfolutely neceflary for 
producing a reafonable Profit to the 
Adventurer. 

For this Reafon, my Lords, if the 
French Merchants fell their woollen 
Manufactures in Turéy, cheaper than 
our Merchants fell Exg/i/ Manufac- 
tures of the fame Kind, it cannot 
proceed from any Mifmanagement 
of the Turky Company, or of an 
of the Members thereof: It m

who had fo wickedly combined to 
ruin the Trade of their Country. 
But this is not the only groundlefs

Profit; which enables their Mer- 
chants to under-fell us in every Sort 
of Manufatture, in which they can 

offibly rival us. Fire Arms, Swords, 
Toys of all Kinds, as well as woollen 
Manufattures, are fold infinitely 
cheaper in France than in England ; 
and tho’ they pay dearer for their 
Wool than we do, yet the Expence 
of the Wool bears fuch a fmall Pro- 
portion, in any Manafaéture, to the 
Expence of the Labour, that the 
Cheapnefs of the latter mach more 


than overbalances the Dearnefs of B 


the former. This is the chief Rea- 
fon why, with refpeét to woollen 
Manufa@tures, they under-fell us in 
Turky ; and to this I muft add, that 
the woollen Manufaéturers of France 
have great Encouragement from the 


Publick, by Premiums and other C 


Advantages, which our Manufacturers 
have nothing of. 

From hence your Lordfhips may 
fee the true Caufe of the French Suc- 
cefs in the Txr4y Trade; and what 
has very much contributed to this 


Succefs, is, that their Manufacturers D 


have invented a Sort of Cloth which 
is more agreeable to the Turki Tatte 
and Climate, than any Sort of Ma- 
nufaéture ever yet made in England, 
tho’ our 7ur4y Company have been 
at great Pains to get fuch a Cloth 
made by our Mannufaéturers here ; 
and if fuch a Cloth could be made 
in fome of our remote Counties, 
where Labour is cheap, it is to be 
hoped, our Manufa@turers would be 
content with fach a fmall Profit, as 
to enable our Merchants to fell it 
in Turky as cheap as the -Frénch 
do theirs; but I am fure, there is 
nothing in this Bill that can con- 
tribute towards our inventing fuch 
a Cloth, or towards enabling our 
Merchants to fell our Manufactures 
cheaper in Turfy than they do at 
prefent. 

I hope I have convinced your 
Lordthips, that the Succefs of the 
French Trade is oo Argument for 


G 
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roving, that our Turfy Company, 
y any Combination among them- 
felves, have endeavoured to reap an 
extravagant Profit upon their Sales 
of our Manufactures in Tarfy; and 
now with regard to the Sales of the 


A Turkije Commodities here, particu- 


larly thofe of raw Silk and Mohair 
Yarn, I need not repeat the Reafons 
that were affigned by the noble Duke 
for the late Decay in the Importa- 
tion of thefe Commodities, and there- 
fore fhall only take Notice of what 
was {aid by the noble Lord for prov- 
ing, that the Company extorted too 
high a Price for them here. My 
Lords, I never before heard, that 
the Dearnefs of any Commodity made 
the Ufe of it unfafhionable; for T 
have generally obferved, that. the 
more it cofts, the more fafhionable 
it is to make ufe of it; therefore its 
having become unfafhionable to wear 
Mohair Buttons’ or Button-Holes, 
feems to be a Proof, that the Com- 
pany fold their Mohair Yarn too 
cheap, rather than that they exaéted 
too high a Price for it. This Ar- 
gument then proves the contrary of 
what the noble Lord intended ; and 
as to the Proof he brought from the 
Act of the 6th of the late King, it 
will, when rightly confidered, ap- 

ar to be no Proof at all of what 
he alledges. That A&, my Lords, 
inftead of being 2 Proof of the Com- 
pany’s making an extravagant Profit 
by the raw Sik and Mohair Yarn 
they imported, is, in my Opinion, a 
Proof of their Regard for the Inte- 
reft of their Country, by taking Care 
that we fhould not buy Goods at the 
fecond Hand, when we could buy 


them much cheaper at the firft, tho’ | 


the Expence of our Navigation made 
them come as dear to the Buyer here, 
as when purchaied at the fecond 
Hand. 

To explain what I mean, my 
Lords, f muft obferve, that as the 


French make very little Ute of TurhiA 
raw Silk or Mohair Yarn, or, indeed,

feilles to Leghorn, and from thence 
to England, for a lefs Expence of 
Freight than from Turky dire€lly to 
Exgiand; and, confequently, our /ta- 
fan Merchants might have F  zht 
the French Turky Silk, and ucher 
bulky Goods, from Leghorn, and D 
might have fold them as cheap, if 
not cheaper here, than our Jurky 
Merchants could do; but then.the 
prime Coft was much more to the 
Nation, and at the fame Time it dif- 
couraged our own Navigation, and 
encouraged that of the French. 

Thus your Lordfhips muft fee, 
that tho’ our Juréy Company could

enabled them almoft to undo us inA invented a Sort of Cloth, which i: 


the Zurky Trade. I fhall grant, that 
by the many Taxes we have upon 
the Neceffaries, as well as the Con- 
veniences of Life, the Price of La- 


bour has been raifed in England 
efpecially here about London, a lit 
tle above what it is in France; but 
the Difference is not fo great as to 
over-balance the Difference between 


the Price of Wool in Frazce, and 
he Price of it in England; nor 
could all the Advantages given by 
the Publick to the unexperienced 
Manufacturers of France, have fet 
them upon a Par with the expe- 
rienced Manufafturers here in Enxg- 
land; therefore I am perfuaded, that 
the French woollen Manufactures 
could never have been fold cheaper 
jn Turdy, than our Manufactures might 


have been fold, had not oer Ex D 


porters infifted upon a higher Proft 
than the Frezch Exporters defired. 
"Tis true, there are feveral Sorts of 
French Manufactures, cipeciallyToys, 
which are fold cheaper in the Shops 
at Paris, than ours are in the Shops 
at London; becaufe ours are géne- 
rally more fubftantial, and better 
Workmanhhip, and becaufe our Shop- 
keepers at London infit upon having 
a greater Profit, than, 1 believe, is 
expected by the Shopkeepers in any 
Part of the World. It is- the fame 
with refpeét to the French woollen 
Manufaétures : They are more flight 
and fhowy than ours, and therefore 
appear cheaper to an ignorant Pur- 
chafer, but are never found to be fo 
by Experience, when our Merchants 
or Shapkeepers fell ours at a mode- 


rate Profit. Therefore, I am per-G 
-fwaded, that the Preference given to 


French Cloths in Turky, is not owing 
to their being better fnited to the 


better fuited to the Tafte and Cli. 
mate of Turky, than any Sort of 
Cloth we have hitherto fent thither: 
Even this may be, nay, probably, is 
owing to our Trade’s having been 
monopolized for many Years by a 


& certain Set of Men, who went on 


in the old beaten Path, without ever 
once fetting their Invention to work, 
in erder to find out a new Sort of 
Cloth, that might be more agreeable 
to the Tafte and Climate of the 
People they dealt with: If our 


C Turby Trade had been quite open, 


this would not have been the Cafe: 

‘here would have been a mutual 
Rivalfhip among all our Turéy Mer- 
chants, and every Man’s Invention 
would have been upon the Rack, to 
find out fome Sort of Cloth that 
might be more agreeable to the Pea- 
ple of Turky, than any fent thither 
by his Rivals. In this Competition 
fome lucky Man might have hit on 
that Sort ef Cloth which the French 
have fince invented; and fuppofing 
that we are not fo good at Invention 


E as the French, and might-not, there- 


fore, have found ont this Sort of 
Cloth, yet we are allowed to be fo 
good at Imitation, that we generally 
improve upon all foreign Inventions. 
It is, therefore, furprizing to me, 
that in twenty or thirty Years Time, 


F our -Turky Company could: not in- 


ftruét our Manufa@urers to ymitate 
and improve this Sort of French 
Cloth ; and fince they have been fo 
unfuctefifal, I think we fhould Jay 
the Trade open, to try, at leaft, if 
fome Merchant, dealing upon his 
own private Account, may not be 
more fuccefsful. 

Se much, my Lords, with regard 
to.our Exports to Turky, at leat Pew’ 
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chief Branch, which is that of our 
woollen Mannfaétures ; for as to the 
other Exports either from France ot 
England, if the French have fome 
that we have not, we have fome, 
fuch as Lead, Tin, and many Sorts 
of Iron Ware, which they have little 
or none of; and now with Regard 
to our Imports, efpecially raw Silk 
and Mohair Yarn, the A@& of Par- 
liament prohibiting their Importation 
from /tady, isto me, notwithftandin 

what was faid by the noble Lord who 
fpoke lait, a demonftrative Proof, 
that our Yurky Company exacted 
an immoderate Profit upon thefe 
Commodities, otherwife our /talian 
Merchants could never have imported 
them from Leghorn to any Advan- 
tage; for fetting afide the Freight, 
let us confider the many additional 
Articles of Expence thefe Commodi- 
ties are loaded with, when imported 
from Jtaly, which they are quite free 
from, when imported dire‘tly from 
Turky : Firft, they muft be unloaded 
and pay Shoar Dues, and afford a 
moderate Profit to the Importer, at 
Marfeilles : Secondly, they maft be 
reloaded, and Shoar Dues at 
that Port for Leghorn: Thirdly, they 
muft be unloaded and pay Shoar 
Dues, with Commiffion to the French 
Faétor, and Watehoufe Room at 
Leghorn. Fourthly, they muft 
Brokerage to the Broker who {fells 
them, and Commiflion to the Engijf 
Factor who buys them at Leghorn for 
his Correfpondent here ; and Fifthly, 
they muft be reloaded and pay Shoar 
Dues at Leghorn for England. 'Thele 
are all additional Articles of Expence, 
which thefe Commodities are quite 
free from, when imported hither di- 
retly from Turky ; and, in my O- 
Pinion, the Freight muft likewife 
be dearer in this round-about Way 


Loading, or that the Paffage-Boats 
between Marfeilles and Leghorn re- 
guired no Freight, or but a {mall 
Freight, in Proportion to the Dit- 
tance, for any Goods they carried. 
From all which I mutt conclude, 


A that, if our Tur4y Merchants had not 


exacted an extravagant Profit upon 
the Silk and Mohair Yarn imported 
by them, our /ta/jam Merchants nei- 
ther would, nor could have thought 
of importing any fuch Commodities 
from Jta/y; and how detrimental 


B this Pra&tice of our Turky Merchants 


has been to our Silk and our Mohair 
Manufactures, I fhall leave to your 
Lordfhips to determine. 

From the Obfervations I have 
made, my Lords, there is not, 
think, the leaft Difficulty in de 


C termining, that the Managers -of the 


Turky Company, by Means of their 
By-Law, not only may, but haye 
monopolized the whole Trade to 
them{elves and their Friends; and 
this was, I am convinced, their 
chief, if not their only Defig;, in 


D making that By-Law ; for as to their 


pretending that their Defign was 
to preferve our Ships and Seamen 
from the Barbary Pirates, it can be 
nothing but a Pretence. Jf that had 
been their fole Defign, they might 
have enforced the Act of the 13th 


y E and 14th of King Chardes Il, by in- 


creafing. the Penalty upon fuch of 
their Members as fhould fend Goods 
in any Ship of lefs Force than what 


is defcribed in that A&t, but they 


had from hence no Occafion for re-

trading Country, the Legiflature 
fhould take Care, that no Man who 
is content with a reafonable, fhall be 
under the Power of one who infifts 
upon an exorbitant Advantage. 
Having thus fhewn, my Lords, 
that the By-Law for reftraining the 
Members of the Turfy Company 
from fending Goods in any but a 
joint Ship, has not only made that 
Company an exclufive Company, but 
has eitablifthed an abfolute Monopoly 
in the Managers of the Company, 
for the Time being, and their 
Friends, I fhall next confider that 
Exclufion eftablifhed by their Charter, 
with refpe& to all his Majefty’s Sub- 
jects under the Degree of a mere 
Merchant. It is eafy to fee through 
the fecret Reafon of this Exclufion, 
when the Charter was firlt granted. 
‘There were then but few mere Mer- 
chants in Exgland, and from thence 
the -Merchants, who folicited the 
Charter, concluded, that if they could 
obtain this Exclufion, it would be 
eafy for them to ingrofs the whole 
‘Trade to themfelves, and fuch of 
their Friends as fhould be willing 
to fubmit to their Dictates. Perhaps, 
even at that Time they pretended, 
as they do now, that it would be 
dangerous to admit Manufacturers, 
Shopkeepers, or Tradefmen, to the 
Freedom of the Company, becaufe 
of the Diiputes that might be oc- 
cafioned by many of them going 
over to fettle in Zardy ; and this Pre- 
tence was eatily received asa folid 
Reaion by Courtiers, who, from their 
Ignorance of ‘Trade, or from private 
Aiocives, have generally. been fond 
of granting exclufive Charters; but 
Experience, if we will attend to it, 
will convince us, that this was then, 
as it is now, nothing but a Pretence. 
We have Merchanre, Faors, and 
Confuls in Spein, and-in every tra- 
ding Country in Luscpe, yet none, 
or very few, of our Shopkeepers or 
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Tradefmen go over to fettle in any 
foreign Country. The Natale Solum 
prevails as much among the Vulgar, 
perhaps more than it does among 
thofe of fupéerior Rank: No Man 
who can live at home will go to 


A fettle in any foreign Country, unlefs 


he has a Profpeét of fome extraordi- 
nary Advantage; and as to thofe 
Tradefmen who may not be able 
to live at home, it is very certain, 
that all of them would chafe to 
go to our Plantations, or to fome 


B Country in Europe, rather than to 


any Part of Turky. From hence, I 
think, we may be fully convinced, 
that if all the Shopkeepers and 
Tradefmen of the Kingdom were 
free of the Turky Company, very 
few of them would go over to fettle 
in Zurky; and if a poor Man cannot 
live at home, I can fee no Reafon 
why we fhould prevent his going 
to fettle in Turky, upon the Invi- 
tation of fome of our Faétors or 
Confuls there, efpecially as he muft 
continue to fubmit to, and remain 


D under the Protection and Direéion 


of the Briti4 Ambaflador, and Con- 
fuls refpectively, for the Time being, 
and fubje& to the By-Laws and Re- 
gulations of the Turéy Company, 
during the whole Time he continues 
there as a Britis Subjett. 

What 2 luxuriant Fancy may fag- 
geft, I.do not know, but'really, my 
Lords, I cannot fuppofe, that any 
great Number of our low People 
would go over to fettle in Yurhy, 
were it put as much into their Power 
as is propofed by this Bill; confe- 
quently ¢ can apprehend no Danger 
rom any Difputes that can arife 
upon that Account; and as to the 
Difpute mentioned by the noble Lord, 
in relation to our Factors felling 
by Retail, I muft fay, I think: the 
Turkifb Magittrates* were im the 
Right: If our Faétors keep open 
Shop, they ought to pay the fame 
Duties that are paid by other Shop- 
keepers; and if any of our Shop- 
keepers 
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keepers fhould go over to fettle there 
as Shopkeepers, they muft certainly 
do the fame. Such Difputes may, 
upon all Occafions, be eafily deter- 
mined by reafonable Men; and if 
the Ottoman Porte fhould, without 


any Reafon, deprive us of our Privi- A 


leges, we muft, we may recover 
them by Force of Arms; for I was 
furprized to hear the noble Lord 
fay, that in fuch a Cafe we could 
not compel them to do us Juttice. 
This, I fay, I was furprized at, be- 
caufe, I think, there is no Nation 
lies more expofed to our Refentment 
than the Jurks do, on Account of 
the many Iflands they poflefs in the 
Archipelago, the many Seaports they 
have that lie expofed to a Bombard- 
ment from the Sea, and the Capital

The priacipal Reafon why Government 
or Sotiety was at fir, and is now eftablith- 
ed, was to prevent, tes Diforder, and to 
protect Mankind agaici! one another, For 
this Purpofe, they bound themielves ‘by 
certain anviolable Kules. wiich they: call'd 
Laws, and the perpetual Cuardians of thefe 
Laws, were the Maziftrates, who, by 
Agreetnent of the Society, had Power 
given them to punifh thofe who violated 
theie Laws. Had it been otherwife, there 
miczht have been as many arbitrary Governe 
iments as arbitrary Heads, and thefe would 
either have deftroy’d ali Laws, or refolved 
to govern themfelves, and live according to 
their own capricious Humours. Thereiore 
a good Citizen, tho’ he (hould be wronged, 
unjuftly punifhed, ill-treated, or even ba- 
nifhed by his Country, ought by «ll Means 
to fubmit and obey ;. his Country is fill 
to have his firft Kegard. If in Exile, he 
fhould be always ready, when call’d upon, 
to return to defend her, and, if there. be 
Occafion, to die for her. . It is to: be ob- 
ferved, that all political Writers, who have 
treated upon Government, make this Duty 
ftronger and fuperior to that which we ows 
our Parents, or any other relative Confide- 
rations ; fince, without this, there can be 
no fixed and regular Society. 

Tdcmifiocles, piqued at the hard Ufage he 
had receiv’d from his Countrymen the 
Athenians, flet to the King of Pe fia, their 
profefs’d Enemy ; but, upon Retlection of 
this great Failure in the Duty, he owed, 
his Country, he could bear Lifeno longer, 
and fwallow’d Poifon to get rid of the Cone 
fcioufnefs of his Crime. 

The great Scit‘c, the Conqueror of Africt, 
having received very unworthy ‘Treatment 
from his Countty Rowe, (8 Brother being 
falfly accus’d of Corruption, or the Crimen 
Pecudatus, in the War againft Antiochus) 
retired to Lenternem, where he {pent in Soli<- 
tude the Remaihder of his Days, unable to 
live in his native Country, and quite as un- 
able to aét contrary to his Duty to her. 

Camilus was ungratefully driven out of 
Rome by the Citizens ; the Gauls foon after. 
invaded and fack’d the City; the young 
Men fied to the Capite/; and defended them- 
felves there: The Patricians were maflacred 
by the barbarous Enemy. Cama// «was then

HEN the Diftemper which at prefent 

reigns amongit the Cattle, became 
the Subject of Converfation and general 
Concern, we thought it was neither unbe- 
coming us as Members of th: Community, 
or as Phyficians, to enquire into the Na- 
ture of the Difeate, and into the Methods 
that were ufed to cure or prevent it. (See 
p» 569.) 


We foon had Reafon to believe, that the G 


Diftemper was alike violent and infe@ious ; 
and every Day faw Medicines and Methods 
reconimended to the Farmers, @c. which 


we had jyt Caufe to apprehend were . 


tho” we fhould not be fo happy as to dif- 
cover what would cure the Difeafe, yet to 


inform them wlhiat could not, was doing 


them real Service. 

With fuch Views, and fuch Hopes, we 
publickly offer’d the Farmers, &c. our Af- 
fitiance. Several very confiderable and ju. 
dicious Perfons concern’d in the Affair, 
met us. and gave us all the Information 
we could expect. 

Upon confidering and comparing the 
Circunwtances they defcrib’d to us, the Me- 
thods they had praétifed, and their Succefs, 
with what we ourfelves had obferv’d, 
we recommended to them the Trial of a 
Courfe, which we judged to be more likely 
to take Place than any they feem'd ac- 
ghainted with. 

As the Difeafe appear’d to us to be high- 
ly infe€tious, we acquainted them with our 
Sentiments upon the propereft Ways to 
avoid it; and left others fthould not be 
fufficiently aware, it was thought requifite 
to apprife the Publick, that not only the 
infeéted Cattle were capable of infe@ing 
others, but that Men by their Cloaths, and 
other Animals by their Hair, Furs, Fleeces, 
Se. might convey the Taint to a confi- 
derable Diftance, {trong enough to produce 
its pernicious Effeéts, whilft thofe who car- 
ried it remain’d unaffected. 

Some of the Perfons who firft met us, 
have had the Gratitude, and the Juftice to 
the Publick, to inform us of the Succe(s of 
our Direétions : From whofe Accounts we 
have Caufe to apprehend, that by a proper 
Attention to them, Numbers of Cattle might 
be faved. 


Tho’ we confider’d the Difeafe as firft, 


arifing from -Infe@tion, yet we reflected, 
that its Violence might be increafed or di- 
minifhed by feveral Circumftances in their 
Keeping and Food. It-had been found, 
that thé Cattle; wliofe Paunches were ftuff'd 


with the luxuriant Herbage, in cafe they. 


were attack’d, fuffer’d extremely. We 
thérefore requefted the Farmers, Gc. to 
houfe their Cattle earlier at Night ; to be 
{paring of their Fodder ; not to drain th 
too much by Milking ; in a Word, to keep 
them in tolerable Condition, with as litte 
fuperfuous Food as poffible. _ 

After the Cattle were once feized, Eva- 
cuations were found to be injurious: Few 
were obferv'd to recover, which had — 








been plentifully blooded or purged: Peg- 
ging, as it’s call’d, (or Rowelling) in the 
Manner it was practifed, had not been of 
much Ufe: Neverthelefs, from the concur- 
rent Teftimonies of the beft Writers upon 
thefe Difeafes, and thé Reafonablenefs. of 
the Thing itfelf, we recommended {feveral 
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During the two, three, or four firft Days 
of the Diforder, according as the fir(t At- 
tack is more or lefs violent, we have Rea- 
fon to believe, that thefe Methods, if prac- 
tis'd with Diligence and Attention, will 
fave a great many Cattle; and we think 
this Trial may be the more fately admitted,

We hear that the Rebels 
who went to Afoffut, and were computed 
about 2000, had Orders not to march from 
that Place till this Day, and it is faid the 
whole Rebel Army was to march North by 
Way of Douglas, The young Pretender, 
Duke of Perth, Lord Elcho, Lard Pitfligo, 
Lochiel, and Keppoch, went by Dumfries 
Lord Tullibardine, Lord George Mur rays 
Lords Ogilvy and Nairn, by Moffat. 

Penrith, Dec. 23. The main Body of the 
Rebels was in this Town upon + ednefday 
the 18th, when their Rear Guard, confiit- 
ing of about 1000 of their heft Men, were 
driven out of the Village of Chyion, by 
aboyt 300 difmounted Dragoons, 12 of 
whom were killed, and 24 wounded. As 
foon as the News arrived here, Orders 
were given by the Rebels to prepare tor 
a March forthwith, and about Light that 
Evening they fet out irom hence, and con- 
tinued marching all Night towards Cariijle, 
where they arrived at Nine the next Morn- 
ing.

along the Poft Road, and the lorie and 
Dragoons in two Columns, one on his Kught 
by drmathwarte, and the other on his Left 
by Hutton Hall, They joined on Carlton. 
Moor, and took their Quarters in the Villages 
round Carii/le, which Place the Rebels left 
on Friday, having ftaid there but one Night 
to change the Garijon, Whulit the High- 
landers were in this Town, they were guilty 
of great Exceffes ; they broke open feveral 
Houfes and Shops, took away great Quan- 
tities of Goods, and threw into the Streets, 
and fpoil’d or deftroy’d what they could 
not carry off.

ARLIS LE hath a moft agreeable and 

pleafant Situation, ‘being guarded on 
the North Side by the £4, on the Eaft by 
the Petterel, and on the ett by the Cande: 
It is alfo fecured by a {rong Stone Wall, 
fo thick that four or five Mcn ufually wail 
a-breaft on the Top of it, without Hazard 
or Inconvenience, and it is the eommon 
Walk or airing Place of the Citizens.
